chased the lauds at the expualion of the 
leases to the sitisfaction of the parties u 
terested 


This resistance to the authority of the 


Piopnctaiy igents was tegaided by some 
13 a great publ c ofJense and the settlers 
were reproached as lawteas by the Pro- 
prietaries, and by the enemies ol the Jneh 
in the Province Flora the injustice of 
this charge the settlera Buffered for a long 
time 
But there weie mitigating on cum 


Ihe aettlera having been for some time 


in actual and peaceable possession of the 
lands which had become much enhanced 
in value by reason of their lahois it would 
aeein that they had the legal right under 
toe common law, to letam their land and 
defend themselves in their possession un 
til they were dispossessed undei the judg 
men* of a proper court and by dua process 
of law 


These Marsh creek aettlers, aa soon aa 


they understood their legal etatua, and be 
foie any trial of the case, acquiesced aud 
became purchasers of the laud, to the aat 
isfaction of the claimants. Ihey weie not, 
either from custom or habit, disposed to 
surrender their rights, aa they underetood 
them, without a content, but aa soon as 
the intent and purooae of the law became 
manifest they were obedient to its require 
ments 


The people ol this settlement increased 


rapidly m numbers and resources, extend 
ing their improvementa in every hue of 
effort 
Several lar^e Presbyterian con- 


gregations were aoon organized and main-

THE CORN CROP. 


CORN ON CLOVER SOD-PLANTING CORN 


IN HILLS OR DRILLS. 


The subject of growing corn on clover 


sod is one that is of much importance to 
tbe co:a grower. Some successful farm- 
ers plow ths clover sod iu the fall, others 
plow at intervals (luring the winter, 
some plow ia the early spring, while 
others advocate late plowing just before 
planting time. There are none of these 
different periods but have their apparent 
advantages and most of them have their 
disadvantages also. 
Fall plowing, if 


done before tbe clover plant becomes 
dormant, has the advantage of retaining 
in itself, all the more available elements 
of plant growth, coupled with the satis- 
faction of being ahead with one's work. 
The catch plowing during the winter, 
when the farmer would otherwise be 
idle, set'ms like a clear gain of that much 
time, but any cue who looks after his 
interests closely will find a loss of the 
richest aud most available properties of 
the clover by following this plan. 
Tbe 


same is true of early spring plowing that 
is done before the clover plant commen- 
ces ita work U drawing from nature's 
Htore houses, the air aud deep sub-soil. 
The best results c&n only be obtained 
from plants that are in active duty. 
And not only is this true of clover but 
of all animals as well as plant life. 
The 


best time to plow clover sod is in the late 
siuing but the work cannot always be 
done '.hen on account of other work com- 
ing on. Fall plowing ia not good for the 
reason that the time is too long between 
this iieuth of the clover aud planting of 
corn. .Decay is far advanced and tbe 
melting snows and spring rains wash the 
moat valuable element, phosphoric acid, 
out 
of 
the 
reach 
of 
tlie 
sur- 


face feeding coru plant. Winter plowing 
is not advisable for the same reason as 
stated above, with the further objection 
of turning the clover under wheu it is in 
a dormant state, and in many instances 
it resumes growth when the season 
comes around for it to do so, to the detri- 
ment of the biicwediuK crop. 
To sum 


it up, plow as lute in the spring as possi- 
ble. Mellow the ground soon after plow 
ing, leaving a level but not a smooth 
surface. 
Plant the I-DI:I on the fresh 


stirred, mellow soil and cultivate not too 
deep. While the corn is y.,ung harrow 
»uii roll as often us you IA.H, and in the 
meantime the warm n--iatnre will 
rapidly forming plant food to uej.ur.6aeh 
as the roots require it. 


Tfce aim of the careful corn-grower is 


to prepare the ground and plant the seed 
in such a manner as to admit of cultiva- 
tion that is of must benefit to the grow- 
ing crop and at the same time most con- 
venient for himself and team. He also 
aims to distribute the seed ao as to ren- 
der the plant food of the soil of easy- 
cess to the corn plant, aud hist but not 
least, he wants to secure as large a yielc 
as possible. In all ot these things ciriliet. 
corn has many advantages over that 
planted in hills. 
The iirst plowing 


while the roots are small, should be deep 
or and neaier the corn than any succeed 
iiiS one. In drill corn the farmer has i 
line stretching through his field, no widei 
than a corn stalk, all in a straight row 
iip.d he can get as close Lu the coru us h 
wishes. Often in later plowing, especial 
ly in dry weather, the roots between tli 
rows are torn luo*1; and broken oil'. Xo\v 
iu drilled cnn* the routs in tiie row, no 
being disturbed, furnish sustenance fo 
the plant \vhiie tile broken roota ar, 
destroyed ou all sides aad growth i 
checked, A weed iu a hill of coru cai 
neither be cover?.'! over, nor cut out 
with a hoe, it ii.usi.be pulled out. 
When 


corn is panted nixteen inches apart in 
drills, each plaut has :!i.M square inches of 
feeding giound within a radius of ei.?bt 
inches. Now put three stalks in hills 
and the radius must be extended to 
nearly fourteen inches to ftirniyh the 
same amount of plant food tor each , 
plant, for in a radius of eight inches each '. 
phstit would have but sixty-seven square f 
inches of feeding ground. For the i;L-ovt) j 
reasons, drill corn out-yiekls hill com 
both ii: fodder and grain.

GROWING CROPS OF CORN. 


DESCRIPTION OF HOW LARGE CROPS OF 


CORN ARE GROWN IN LEBANON 


COUNTY--100 TO 125 BUSHEL 


PER ACRE. 


In the torn belt a farmer who averages 


from 00 to SO bushels per acre is doing 


nusually well. Fifty busbels is a good 


crop. The yield per acre instead of in- 
creasing because of good culture and im- 
proved methods is decreasing from year 
,o year. 
Corn growers, especially those 


n the west, claim it is impossible to raise 
more than 60 to 80 busbel per acre with- 
out expending au unwarranted amount 
of money 
for fertilizers 
and labor. 


There are, however, a number of grow- 


, particularly in our Middle States, 


who grow eael) year corn which yields 
regularly from 100 to 125 bu. per acre. 
This may seem lobe a rather large story, 
but on the farm of 1. S. Long, of Leba- 
non county, Pa., this is done year after 
year. If anyone doubts the statement 
he can visit the farm on his own ac- 
cotmt. 


The secret of M''. Long's success is, 


first iu breeding up a variety of corn for 
size. He began with a variety wbicb 
was then called Improved Learning and 
is now Eureka. 
He selected the first 


year a few of the largest and best ears. 
Then at cutting time he offered to give 
his men OB for every ear they found that 
weighed two pounds or over. 
Thia he 


continued until now he has a large var- 
iety which usually produces 100 to 125 
bu. per acre aud some years even more. 
As would naturally be expected the 
stalks of corn are very targe, occasionally 
reaching IB feet in height witb ears 9 
feet above the ground. 
The corn is a 


yellow variety with a large cob—not an 
objection where the seasons are long and 
the corn is wanted for feeding in the ear. 
Tbe ears average about 12 inches in 
length anil some of the largest 10 to IH 
inches in circumference. Some of them 
are of course longer that 12 inches. 


Three or four years ago Mr. Long con- 


ceived the idea of developing a two-eared 
variety. With this iu view he offered his 
men 53 for every two-eared stalks of corn 
they would pick out while harveatins. 
Thia lias not ueen carried far ei.uugli to 
test aud prove Us value, but he is con- 
vinced that uefore very lout! he will have 
a variety which will produce a very high 
percentage of two-eared stalks. This of 
course will materially increase the yield. 


KKSUI/T OF TIIOUOUCI1I (JUI/fUKB. 
The success in corn culture, however, 


is not wholly due to first class seed, 
Mr. 


Long follows a very careful rotation of 
crops aud gives his soil the very best of 
culture. A four years' rotation is the 
rule at present. The field is in corn one 
year. Tlie following spring it is seeded 
to oats and that fall it goes into wheat 
and timothy and the following spring is 
seeded to red clover. 
During the sum- 


mer the wheat is harvested and the clo- 
ver is allowed toremaiuou the ground 
one year more, thus completing the four 
years' rotation. The soil is of limestone 
origin, aud although stones are being re- 
moved constantly they still creep outand 
give aome trouble. 
They have been 


pretty completely removed, however, so 
that it is possible to plow the ground 
to a depth of S in. This for corn is al- 
ways done in the fall aud with a three- 
liorse sulky plow. 


This deep plowing Mr. Long considers 


absolutely necessary if success ia to be 
had in growing large crops of corn. 
For 


oats aud wheat he does not plow so deep. 
If deep plowiug for corn is not practiced 
the drouth and dry weather will injure 
the crop during July aud August in 
spite of anything that can be doue. 
Of 


course the fields were not plowed s in. 
Uie iirst years, but after Mr. Long carne 
into possession of the property he began 
by going down one in. deeper each year 
until the upper S in. of soil was thor- 
oughly mixed and the fertilizing ele- 
ments it contained were evenly distribu- 
ted. 
In spring the ground is prepared 


for planting by the use of deep working 
harrows that stir up almost to the depth 
of the plowing. Mr. Long believes that 
il would pay to plow again, but seldom 
does it. The winter exposure places the 
soil in the very beat possible condition to 
supply plant food. He likes to have the 
ground loose for corn and oats and be- 
lieves in packing only for wheat. 
With 


tlie exception of lime, which is burned 
on the farm, Mr. Long uses no mineral 
fertilizer, but carefully applies all t!ie 
manure made ou the farm to the wheat 
ground just before it ia plowed, 


A peculiar implement is usad for plant- 


ing. 
It is a modification of a riding cul- 


tivator with two attachments each some- 
what similar to a lister. By the plow 
attachment to the planter a furrow ia [ 
made in the well-prepared aoil. 
The 


seed corn is dropped in the bottom of the 
furrow aud properly covered. 
May is 


the most desirable month for planting iu 
this section. A single kernel every 18 
in. is the ideal stand, but this cannot al- 
ways be doue. Last year, for example 
the yield was decreased because of t!ie 
thick planting. The corn is iu the bot- 
tom of the lister furrow, so as soon as | 
cultivation begins tbe soil can be rolled 
about the young plants covering weeds, 
but not disturbing the roots. This Mr. 
Long considers one of ihe essentials in 
corn culture, as the best returns cannot 
be secured if the roots are disturbed iu 
any way. By this plan tbe weeds and 
grasses can be so successfully held in 
check that it it is not necessary to plow 
both ways. Level culture is practiced. 


DISPOSITION OF COKN. 


In common with farmers in Pennsyl- 


vania, every acre of his corn is cut and 
shocked. As soon as the corn is dry 
enough it is husked and the fodder haul- 
ed to the barn and stored for feed. 
If 


all of it is not wanted for this purpose, 
it is used for bedding and goss to increase 
the manure heap. 
The immense cob 


makes the com unfit for feeding ou the 
ear, but most eastern farmers consider 
this a wasteful method and always shell 
their corn. The big ear in thl: case is 
no objection further than tbat tbe large 
amount of moisture it contains must be 
allowed to dry out before it is stored. 


The most notable feature in all the 


operations connected with tbis crop is 
their thoroughness. 
Everything must 


be well doue. The plowing must be 
deep, and manure must be evenly spread, 
the soil must be free from lumps for 
planting, the grains must be dropped 
about every IS in., the corn must be 
kept free from weeds by means of culti- 
vators, it must be cut at just tbe right 
time and busked and stored as soon as it 


• is dry enough. 
Mr Long gives it aa his 


opinion that with a very little more work, 
looking toward the improvemeut of the 
mechanical condition of the soil, the 
yield of corn throughout the corn belt 
could be increased from 40 to 50 per 
cent, without much additional expense. 


Clover he looks upon as a great soil 


renovator. 
After the wheat is harvested 


the clover grows up and ia pastured tbe 
Iirst fall, not very close, bowever. 
The 


next year a crop of bay is cut from it, 
then the second growth comes np and is 
turned under to assist in enriching tbe 
soil. This, with tbe manure and lime 
that are added annually, not only pre- 
vents tbe deterioration, but actually in- 
creases tbe fertility of tbe farm.
